SUPPLIES AND UNION. 



There is uo question at this momeut which 
can be of such interest or importance- to the 
colony ant! to every grade of citizens as that 
now under the consideration of the IIou>c. 
In deciding upon tho amount ol salaries to bo 
paid to the officials of this colony, beginning 
with the Governor and from him downwards, 
going all through the list, the Uouso of 
Assembly had to deoido whelhor or not 
tho tax payers in Vancouver Island wura to 
bo Baddled with a civil list altogether 
out of proportion to the extent and popula- 
tion of tho colony, or whether economy in 
public expenditure was to bo considered. 
Our representatives will do well in their 
ultimate decision to bear in mind the 
peculiar nature of tha caao. It is fre- 
quently argued that it is a symptom of radi- 
calism whioh ia opposed in ioto to true lib- 
eral principles to show any desire to cut 
down the salaries of Government employe's. 
" Tho laborer ia worthy of his hire," is a 
very favorite maxim advanced by those who 
support a liberal scalo of remuneration to 
persons employed in the public service, and we 
most hoai'tily endorse the sentiment, but it 
is entirely without application in this par- 
ticular instance. It is not a question o[ 
whether the Governor and his subordinates 
tilling publio offices in this colony shali 
bo well paid or uuderpaid, but whethor or 
not the Government of this colony will bo 
better administered by a separate Governor, 
und separate heads of departments than by 
gentleman holding similar offices in tho sister 
colony. There aro suras positions which must 
of necessity bo hold by different individuals 
such for instan«e as thoso of Chief .htstico 
and other law officers. It is a'paramount 
necessity that we have a Judge of the Su- 
preme Court in each colony, and the Atlornoy 
General must also be a distinct officerjjbut it 
is altogether another question whether somo 
amalgamation of the jurisdiction of the 
oourts might not bo made with good effect, 
such for instance as giving a concurrent ju- 
risdiction to the judges of both oolouies, and 
to the processes issuing out of the respective 
courts of Vancouver Island and British 
Columbia, which' might in some moasure 
tend to put an "fond to that disgraceful and 
un-English system of arrest on man* process 
which now maintains betwoen the two colo- 
nies. It is of course not absolutely within 
tho province of the legislature of either or 
both colonies to effect this amalgamation, but 
there would be no difficulty whatever in ob- 
taining an Aot of the Imperial Parliament 
in respect of it, if our Colonial Parliaments 
were agreed upon its'desirability. 

But we are travelling rather wide of our 
subject which relates merely to th» votes on 
supply, nevertheless in anticipation of an ad- 
dress, which will bring beforo tho Home 
Government tho morejntiraato connection of 
the two colonies, the suggestion may not bo 
inappropriate. So far as the offico of the judge 
of the colony is concerned tho only auostion 
that will probably present itself for consid- 
eration, is whether or not, in passing a vote 
for tho salary of the Chief Justioo, an alio v- 
nnco ii to bo made for tbt probable contin- 
gency of an acting Chief Justico to supply 
the pluae ol Mr. Cameron, should he elect to 
take the leave to which ho will be entitled 
in May next. It will of course be utterly 
impracticable to Eecuro tho services of nn effi- 
cient barrister to act in the capacity 
of Judgo far the limited salary of £400 per 
annum, and 03 tho present Chief Justice will 
be entitled at tho very lowest computation, 
to draw one-half of hia present salary should 
he bo absent on leave, it will bo very desir- 
able to guard against tho possible contin- 
gency of a vacant bench. Wo havo for tho 
past six months or more, seen one of the 
offices of tho Supromc Court vacant, anil it 
therefore 6eems not impossible that the same 
accident might occur should tho Bench bn 
vacated without any liboral provision being 
made for tho salary of its occupant, in case 
of n temporary incumbency. These howover, 
are matters of detail that aro entirely foreign 
to the main question'of separate establish- 
ments for the two colonies; that is tho mat- 
ter now to be decided, and one of groater 
importanco has never eome before the present 
House of Assembly. Tho vote on tho first 
item of tho estimates must decide a question 
whioh will have moio weight in tho deter- 
mination of our future government than even 
a direot vote in favor of union. If tho House 
of representatives pass the proposed resolu- 
tions, they will show the Home Govern- 
ment by their rote, that that the Colony is 
not prepared to bear the expense of a sepa- 
rate govornmont, it and will be for tha Sec- 
rotary for tho Colonies to detcrmino tho 
next s'ep. Whether, in fact, wc aro to re- 
sume our original statuB or maintain 
our present position, or to have nny form 
of govornmcntj which shall ally us more 
closely with British Columbia, than does the 
present system.

were present that he had an important moot- 
ing to attend at half past seven, und it only 
wanted ten minutes of that when His Wor- 
ship came in. .Mr. Lewis then called in 
question the right oft'ie Mayor to criticise or 
arraign councillors lor presumed shortcom 
ings ; he had only the power of calling lliein to 
order, and lie hoped this would be the lust lime 
that it would appear ho had assumed ihat 
authority, He thought it right thai he should 
express himself publicly, and ho would now 
Btuto, that he was satisfied alter the .opinion 
he had himself obtained, that there was -i 
legally constituted Mayor ami Council ; I 
wilh the exception of the powel to levy la 
oil real estate, he considered they were : 
operative. Entertuiiiing thut view, although 
he f Mr. L.) was in favor of tho Comic. I 
discharging all ils liabilities, he would bo 
averse to llieir passing any money bills. Ho 
would rather contribute personally towards 
the culvert on Johnson street thuu vote the 
money lor it. 

His Worship remarked that Mr. Lewis was 
laboring under an entire misconception as to 
there being any business transacted. There 
was no quorum, and ho and the Councillors 
present had a desultory conversation while 
waiting (or a quorum. He expressed his re- 
gret that Mr. Lewis should have taken offence, 
as he said nothing derogatory to Mr. Lewis' 
position m Councillor; but he certainly 
thought it hard when there wero two or thrcu 
matters of emergency requiring attention, 
that thoy should be unable to form a quorum. 
He (the Mayor) did not Ihiuk tho papers 
would repori ali that had lukou place, but be 
had said nothing which lie was ashamed to 
see in print. The papers could say anything 
they pleased about him ; il they praised him 
him well und good, and if they chose to 
blackguard him it made no difiorenco. 

Mr. McDonald commented upon the desir- 
nbility of members working harmoniously 
together for the transaction ol business, in- 
stead of pulling in different direclions. He 
thought tho Johnson street culvert must bo 
attended to at once, though jj.Mr. Lewis wss 
opposed to voting money.
